“COPYRIGHT ACT 


Few Changes of Major 
Character Included in 
Revision

In gen- 
eral the revision makes few changes of 
a major character. That dealing with 
performing right right societies re- 
mains with a minor alteraton in the 
character of the works dealt with, but 
a substantial change in the procedure 
by which fees may be fixed by the 


governor-in-council, 

This section was the most conten- 
tlous of the whole amending bill. As 
originally drafted, {t provided that all 
| associations, societies and companies 
who made it a business in Canada of 
acquiring copyrights on literary, dra- 
matic, musical or artistic works and 
who issued leenses to others, grant- | 
i them the right to perform such 


| works, were required to file at the} 
loopyright office “complete” lsts of | 
these works, This was to be accom- 


panied by a statement of fees, charges 
and royalties collected by the society 
from those whom it Meensed for the 
performance of the works,

CAMERONIAN WELL UP 

The large field got away good with 


Jockey Taylor taking Gallini out in 
front, Close behind, however, fol- 
lowed Cameronian bunched’ with 
Grindleton, Lemonition, Estate Duty 


and Revelllon. At the half-way mark, 


Gallini was still out in front, but Fox | 


had a tight hold on Cameronian not 
far off the pace in fifth place. 

Rounding famuos Tattenham Corner 
Gallint cotinued to set a burning pace, 
but Cameronian had moved up into 
third place behind Armagnac with 
Orpen and Sandwich also improving 
thelr positions.

“TRIPLE CROWN” 

The turf now ts speculating on the 
chances of Cameronian winning the 
mythical “Triple Crown”--the three 
open classics of the English turf, 
These three are the Two Thousand 
Guineas, which Cameronian won at 
Newmarket in Aprjl; the Derby and 
the St. Leger, to be run at Doncas- 
ter over the mile and three-quarters 
distance in September. 

No horse has gone on from a Two 
Thousand Guineas win to a Derby 
triumph as Oameronien has done 
since Manna turned the trick in 19265, 
Gainsboroygh won the triple crown in 
1918, but the races were substitutes, 
and the last thoroughbred to make a 
Clean sweep in the three classics pro 
per was Rock Sand in 1903, The first 
one was Wést Australian, 1853. 

Cameronian ren only one race as a 
two-year-old, and won. It was a 
minor affair, the Salisbury Stakes at 
Salisbury, when Freddy Fox had the 
mount. Consequently the general 
public knew nothing of Cameronian's 
quality and he did not figure in the 
winter books on the Derby. 

Coming out this spring, however, 
he ran third to Philae in the Craven 
Stakes at Newmarket, a traditional 
Classics trial, and proved his worth 
by capturing the Classic Two Thous- 
ond Guineas, Consequently he was 
established Derby favorite over that 
eroup of horses which had dominated 
the leading 
st year. 

Cameronian's test Wednesday was 
much greater than that he overcame 
in the Two Thousand Guineas, for in 
the Derby the best of the three-year- 
olds were all running, The distance, 
and the nature of the course, were 
also much more difficult than the mile 
of the Two Thousand Guineas, Today 
Cameronian had to traverse a mile 
and a half of rolling ground, which 
gradually rises to w height of 1686 
feet near the mile post, with a grad- 
nel drop of 100 feet and then a slight

Fur Farmers Are

Prior to a license being granted to 
establish or operate a fur farm, the 
applicant must have acquired title to 
the area on which such fur farm is to 
be established, according to fur-farm 


regulations issued by the provincial 
government over the signature of 
John D, Hunt, clerk of the executive 
council, 

Licenses are to be good for one 
calendar year only and before a re- 
newal thereof can be obtained the 


licensees must have completed such 
returns and reports as may be pro- 
vided 

Where any farmer has been licensed 
under the regulations and has made 
the proper reports called for, he shal) 
be entitled to exemption from the ex- 
port fees and fur tax provided for by 
The Game Act provided the animals 
have been reared on his farm, He may 
be required to establish the fact under 
oath, 

Where any fur-producing animal 
has been purchased or oblained and 
placed on any farm this fact must be 
specified in the annual report of such 
farmer, 

When making any report 
by these regulations an estimate only 
of the actual number of animals shal! 
| be required in the case of muskrats 


and beaver, except in cases where 
such animals are being reared in 
| pena, 


Fees for permits for the export of 
live fur-producing animals shall be 
as follows: Bilver fox $15; black, 
rusty-silver or crows foxes $15; all 
other species of fox $5; muskrats lOc 
mink, fisher and marten $1; otter and 
beaver $5,
